A group of concerned parents 
challenged the Boyne City School 
Board Monday night to research 
and decide which of four options 
they should take concerning the 
future of Boyne City High 
School's association with a sports 
league. 

Led by spokesperson, Lee 
Stadt, the group asked the board 
to consider the importance of 
league sports in both the school 
system and the community. 
Stadt told board members high 
school sports is also a matter of 
community pride as past studen- 
ts and former graduates attend 
many of the games. 

Stadt reviewed a little of the 
schools’ problem by being forced 
out of the current Michigan- 
Huron Shores league as the other 
schools have elected to go to a 
new league and did not ask Boyne 
City to participate. 

According to John McGeorge, 
the reason for the new league 
starting up is that in football, due 
to the state high school athletic 
association computer program 
which decides who will go on to 
state level play, those schools 
which are larger and play a 
smaller school, do not get bonus 
points towards state com- 
petition. As Boyne City’s football 
program has fallen on hard Limes, 
the schools did not want to com- 
pete with Boyne as they would 
not get any points for beating the 
home team. 

Stadt asked the board to con- 
sider whether they should 1) 
Take legal action against the 
other schools in the league as 
they did not follow their own 
rules concerning leaving the 
league. Stadt also said the league 
neglected to take minutes of the 
meeting where they decided to 


break up the league which was 
another violation of rules. 

Stadt told board members if 
they take that action, it would 
force the league to stay together 
for a least one year as it would 
just delay the break-up of the 
conference, 

The second option to be con- 
sidered would be to set up a 
program anda free dinner to help 
sell our school to members of the 
Ski Valley League. Stadt said 
that if we could get the members 
of that league to consider Boyne 
City joining the league, we could 
show that by joining, our school 
would inhance their league. He 
asked the school to host all of the 
athletic directors and the 
superintendents and principals 
ata dinner meeting to help let the 
school explain the how to. 

The third option would be to 
ask all of the class C level schools 
north of Cadillac to a similar 
meeting with the thought of 
selling the idea of starting a new 
class C league. 

The fourth option Stadt asked 
to be considered would be to have 
the school go independent, and 
ask the athletic director to set up 
games tofit a schedule. 

Stadt asked the board assign 
the task tothe athletic committee 
to research and make a recom- 
mendation and set up a time 
schedule for each action. 

Board members then told 
Stadt he would be invited to a 
meeting of the athletic commit- 
tee Tuesday night after the 
district basketball game. 

In other action dealing with 
athletics, the board heard and 
agreed to adopt new rules con- 
cerning high school athletics. The 
rules’ changes inelude a section 
concerning substance abuse and

Association, 

They are expected to vote on 
the contract at their meeting 
Thursday in Gaylord. 

If they agree to the terms, then 
the contract will go in front of the 
Kast Jordan School Board for 
their approval. 

The NMEA rejected a similar 
contract presented to them 
several months ago that was ap 
proved by the East Jordan 
Education Association, That 


caused the whole process of fin- 
ding a solution to the ongoing 
contract dispute to be started 
over again by the local teachers. 

If the NMEA agrees with the 
contract, it would then go in front 
of the East Jordan School Board 
for their okay next Monday.

What about other options 


With all of the problems Boyne City School are facing 
with their athletic program, and the school being asked to 
look at only four options, we feel the board members have 
not started to see the light as far as the athletic program is 
concerned. 

Perhaps the board members on the athletic committee 
should look at a few other options and considerations. 

One we would like to see them look at is the reason the 
other member schools of the Michigan-Huron Shores 
Athletic Conference didn’t ask us to participate. 

That reason is the level of the football program within 
the community. 

The board is going to have to face the fact that due to 
many years of not producing winning or even showing 
teams, the program itself has fallen into disrepair. 

A new coach can help, but it will take years of coaching 
to bring the program back to the level it was at in the early 
seventies. We don’t envy the job the present coach has yet 
to doin his struggle to make a winning team. 

The school needs a whole new outlook, to begin with, so 
that students will want to participate in sports. Presently, 
the direction of the administration and the school board 
has been to not neglect the sports programs but to keep 
the status quo. 

The board itself has to tackle the matter, hire the fresh 
new coaches filled with enthusiasm for almost every 
sport. This is not to say the present coaches aren't doing a 


good job, but to say we need to bring some fresh thought 
and activity into the sports programs. 

That is one option that should be considered by the 
athletic committee. 

Another option, not being considered presently, would 
be to eliminate the football sport from the school program 
and offer something like soccer. 

That sport would be able to use the same facility, but 
would allow more students to participate. You don’t have 
to weigh 200 plus pounds or be six feet tall in order to par- 
ticipate. Soccer also has more team participation and 
could be a carryover sport athletic departments are en- 
couraging these days. 

We are sure that option wouldn't be too highly con- 
sidered, but we present it so the committee will have to 
add it to the other options being looked at. 

If we dropped the sport of football, the other teams in 
the new league may consider us for the many other sports 
that are played. Boyne City teams seem to hold their own 
in those sports as the state has not developed a computer 
program to discourage the activity. 


Whichever option the committee looks at, time is of the 
essence for many of the freshmen, eighth graders and 
others coming into the school district. They need an 
athletic program that would help bring back the 
credibility to Boyne City athletics.

COMMISSION ORDER 


(Under authority of Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended) 


OPEN SEASONS AND CATCH LIMITS ON PIKE, 
WALLEYE, SAUGER AND MUSKELLUNGE 


Under the authority of Section 4, Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, 
being 300.4 of the Michigan Compiled Laws, the Natural Resources 
Commission, at its October 10, 1986, meeting, adopted the following 
order to become effective April 1, 1987, and remain valid for a period 
of five years unti] March 31, 1992. This order supersedes the order of 
May 17,1985, CF1-112.85. 

It shall be unlawful to take the following named species except 
within the open seasons and daily limits as prescribed below: 


Open Season: On walleye, sauger, northern pike, and muskellunge 
(including tiger muskellunge). 

Region I: Ail Upper Peninsula waters including the surrounding 
Great Lakes and connecting waters not otherwise closed to fishing 
shall be from May 15 through March 15. ‘ 
Regions IJ and III: All Lower Peninsula waters except the Great 
Lakes and connecting waters not otherwise closed to fishing shall be 
from the last Saturday in April through March 15. 


Regions II and IH: The Great Lakes and connecting waters shall be 
open year around; except that muskellunge in Lake St. Clair, and the 
St. Clair and Detroit rivers may be taken only from the first Satur- 
day in June through December 15 ofeach year. 


For the purposes of this order, all drowned river mouth lakes such 
as Manistee Lake, Lake Macatawa and Muskegon Lake are con- 
sidered as inland waters andare subject to inland water regulations. 


Daily Catch Limits: Statewide limits shall be five (5) singly or in 
combination for largemouth and smallmouth bass, walleye and 
sauger and northern pike; the daily catch limit on muskellunge is one 
(1) {including tiger muskellunge) except that the daily catch limit on 
Lake St. Clair and the Detroit and St. Clair rivers shall be six singly 
or in combination for largemouth and smal]mouth bass, walleye, 
sauger, and northern pike when the catch includes at least one 
walleye or sauger. And except that the daily catch on Lake Erie shall 
be 10 singly or in combination for largemouth and smallmouth bass, 
walleye, sauger, and northern pike when the catch includes at least 
five walleye or sauger. 


For the purposes of this order the boundary between the Detroit 
River and Lake Erie is an east-west line touching the southern most 
tip of Celeron Island.

any further reductions or ad- 
ditions. 

In the largest of the expenditure 
areas, the general fund, Fryk- 
berg expects to pay out $133,500 
for infrastructure repair, $26,000 
for a fire barn addition, and 
$22,000 for a city engineer. This 
would be the first year for a new 
position on the staff of the city. 
Allthese expenditures represent 
a 2.4 percent increase over this 
year’s approved budget. Also in- 
cluded in the expenditures of the 
general fund are transfers to the 
major street fund, $95,000; local 
street fund, $108,000; Peninsula 
Beach, $15,000 and capital im- 
provement program, $133,500. 
Almost all of the city payroll, 
general services, police depar- 
tment, centra] administration 
and nine other categories are in- 
cluded in the general fund.

programs, there would not be 
enough room for these classes. 

If the school system added four 
rooms at the middle school, based 
on four sections per class, Prin- 
cipal Jack Cyr said the four 
classrooms would “hold us for a 
number of years.” Cyr said it 
would work as the class sizes are 
larger in the middle school so less 
rooms would be needed. 

Kelly said that with a building 
program, he figures the schools 
would be in good shape but added 
that without building, the middle 
school would run out of room in 
three years while the elementary 
school would be out of room next 
year if the system wants to 
remain at the same class size 
level they are now. 

Kelly added that the birth rate 
in the county appears to be going 
down, but after Principal Ed 
Snyder talked with the Head- 
start Program and the Boyne 
City Nursery School, the in- 
dications are for another large in- 
coming class for kindergarten. 

After the discussion from the 
administration, the board agreed 
to start the interviewing process 
to find an architect so they could 
put rea] numbers on the cost of 
building at both schools. They set 
up a committee to find an ar- 
chitect who could work with the 
school system. 

The board also agreed to hire 
the firm of Roberts and Carpen- 
ter to audit the school books for 
another year. The firm has been 
used by the school system for the 
past several years. 

They also agreed to send out

The 
same letter would be sent to 
other townships within the 
school district asking if they wan- 
ted to consider summer tax 
collections. 

The board also agreed to a 
hame change in the high school

They also heard a report from 
Snyder concerning the 
curriculum of computers in the 
elementary school.

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BC planners approve site plan for condos, rezoning request 


Boyne City planners recom- 
mended to the City Commission 
they approve a lot rezoning so the 
Burns Clinic could start building 
on the Northwestern State Bank 
Parking lot located on the corner 
of State and Park Streets Mon- 
day night. : 

The planners also approve 
the site plan that will allow 12 
units to be constructed at the 
former Granary building on Main 
Street. ; 

The planners had their objec- 
tions to allowable parking an- 


swered when it was determined 
the bank had never come into 
compliance with zoning laws as 
they had built the parking lot 
before the city started the new 
rules. Since the bank never con- 
formed, the planners were told 
the lot was not considered part of 
the bank complex and did not 
have to follow the rules of the last 
zoning ordinance as they were 
grandfathered. 

After hearing the parking lot 
could not be used to make a case 
for the bank having to keep it, the 


planners then agreed with the 
rezoning so Burns Clinic can build 
a new facility to serve the Boyne 
City area. 

Parking was the main concern 
of the planners as they reviewed 
the request from the bank. The 
planners had received two let- 
ters and heard trom others that 
the parking lot should remain as 
it was needed for parking during 
the special events of the city. 

The planners were told the 
parking lot would be available for 
those events, as the clinic will not 


be utilizing all of the space 
available in the lot for their 
building. 

In okaying the plan for the 
reconstruction of the Granary 
building, the planners asked 
seven conditions be applied to the 
permit for the site. 

Included were making an en- 
trance area narrower off Main 
Street, and making it one way 
with the exit on Front Street. 
They also asked the developer, 
Ron Makino of Belleville, toagree 
to no parking on Main Street on 


the driveway cuts the firm is 
planning on making for the cars 
to park under the building on the 
first floor, the installation of a 
sidewalk on Main that would 
connect with the present 
sidewalk on Front Street, ad- 
ditional landscaping as much as 
possible, an additional storm 
drain that would have to be 
provided, snow femoved from 
the property as required, and no 
dumpster be placed on the 
property. 

The firm is planning on a 


separate room for trash that 
would be picked up as needed. 

The twelve units will be sold as 
condominiums, although the 
units may be rented out to 
visitors to the area by the 
management. Makino expects 
some units will not be part of the 
rental pool as the owners may not 
wish to have themavailable. 

The building will be totally 
renovated starting with tearing 
out to the bare wails. Some of the 
work has been started prior to 


the project by the developer.

INDIAN TRACKER 


Most skiers turn better to one side 
than to the other. At basic levels, 
when skiers just begin to make 
turns, it is important to develop an 
awareness of symmetry of stance 
and motion. As you make your 
first turns, feel what you stand 
and move like when everything 
happens just right, then recreate it 
to the side you may have trouble 
with, It helps to look at the tracks 
you left behind. Is the belly of the 
turn greater to one side than the 
other? Is one ski pressed into the 
snow more than the other? Is one 
ski edged more than the other? All 
these clues will give you advice as 
to what to do to bring greater 
symmetry into your skiing which 
will lead you to turning equally 
well to both sides.

Lansing was still a 
“city in the forest” in 
1852, but its settlers 
had cause for op- 
timism as they 
gathered one hot July 
afternoon at the 
Seymour House to 
await the arrival of a 
stagecoach. It was not 
the first stage to 
arrive in the new 
capital, nor was it the 
arrival of a celebrity 
which attracted the 
crowd. The occasion 
was the formal 
opening of the Lan- 
sing-Howell Plank 
Road. 

The stage was 
heard a mile away 
speeding over the 
new oak planks, but it 
was not until it came 
into sight that the 
crowd started 
cheering. In speeches 
which followed, 
James Seymour and 


other prominent Lan- 
sing citizens predic- 
ted a ‘new era” in 
travel and transpor- 
tation. The new road, 
which joined the 
plank road from 
Howell to Detroit, 
would end the control 
of “king mud,” they 
said, stimulate the 
economy of Ingham 
County, and provide 
Lansing’s “first outlet 
to civilization.” 
Other towns and 
cities all over 
Michigan, and indeed, 
the rest of the coun- 
try, were witnessing 
similar ceremonies, 
for the construction of 
plank roads had 
become mania with 
the American people. 
Michigan was one of 
the leaders, in fact, 
the first plank road in 
the United States was 
built in this state. 
Although the 
movement lasted only

a few decades, it 
represented a unique 
place in the develop- 
ment of Michigan's 
highway system. 
Construction of Plank 
Roads 

Plank roads should 
not be confused with 
“corduroy” roads, 
which also were 
popular in Michigan 
during the early 19th 
century. The latter 
were made by placing 
logs, often of different 
sizes, over a low or 
swampy area, 
Although depressions 
were filled with 
gravel or with smaller 
logs, the corduroyed 
road was usually 
rough and sometimes 
even dangerous. Logs 
floated and rolled in 
the liquid mud and 
horses were 
“frightened by the 
unstable footings.” 

Plank roads, on the 
other hand, were 
made of boards, and as 
long as they were 
properly maintained, 
provided a smooth 
surface. They were 
constructed by laying 
planks of pine or oak, 
eight to 16 feet long 
and three to four in- 
ches thick, across 
“sleepers” or 
“stringers” which 
were placed parallel 
to the direction of the 
road. Ditches were 
dug on either side of 
the road to provide 
proper drainage. 
First Plank Roads 

Most highway 
authorities claim that 
the plank road was in- 
troduced in this coun- 
try in New York in 
1844. They overlook 
the conclusive

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evidence, however, 
that seven years 
earlier, in 1837, the 
Michigan State 
Legislature granted a 
charter to the Detroit, 
Plymouth and Ann 
Arbor Turnpike 
Company for a “tim- 
ber road made of 
good, well-hewn tim- 
ber.” The Legislature 
granted similar char- 
ters to other private 
companies, In 1844, 
for example, it 
authorized the con- 
struction of plank 
roads from Detroit to 
Port Huron and from 
near Sylvania, Ohio, 
to Blissfield, Mich. 
Two years later, char- 
ters were given to the 


Corunna and Nor- 


thampton and the 
Marshall and Union 
City Plank Road com- 
panies. 

So great had in- 
terest become in the 
construction of these 
privately-operated 
turnpikes that in 1848 
the State Legislature 
passed a_ general 
Plank Road Law. It 
was no_ tonger 
necessary to get a

Plank roads were the rage 


special charter from 
the Legislature in or- 
der to build and 
operate a plank road. 
The new law provided 
that any company 
could operate a plank 
road as long as it was 
constructed accor- 
ding to certain 
specifications, name- 
ly, that the road be 
two to four rods wide, 
16 feet of which was to 
be “a good, smooth, 
permanent road, well 
drained by ditches on 
either side.” At least 
eight feet of the road 
was to be covered 
with plank three in- 
ches thick. The law 
also provided that no 
grades were to be 
greater than one in 
ten and that the char- 
ters were to run for 60 
years. ; 
Plank Road Com- 
panies 

Private control of 
plank roads, or tur- 
npikes, as they were 
commonly called, 
reflected the failure of 
state and local gover- 
nmental units to 
provide an adequate 
highway system. 


Despite the tremen- 
dous influx of settlers 
to Michigan in the 
decades after 1830 
(the population rose 
from 31,640 in 1830 to 
212.267 in 1840 and to 
341,591 in 1850), the 
State of Michigan did 
practically nothing to 
provide roads. 

Local units of 
government made 
feeble attempts to 
build roads but the 
total results were 
hopelessly inade- 
quate. Even the 
program of the 
federal government 
failed to meet the 
needs of Michigan 
settlers. Prior to 1837 
Congress authorized 
the construction of a 
number of 
“territorial” roads, 
ostensibly for 
military reasons, but» 
the construction of 
these roads 
proceeded so slowly 
that they failed to 
assist settlement. 
Thus the task of road 
construction fell by 
default to private cor- 
porations,

for the plank road 
companies came 
mainly from local 
sources. Well-to-do 
farmers, manufac- 
turers, merchants and 
professional] men in- 
vested in these ven- 
tures. Prominent 
backers of the 
Detroit-Howell Plank 
Road Company were 
Lewis Cass, 
Zachariah Chandler, 
Henry Ledyard, C.H. 
and Frederick Bush, 
C.C.Trowbridge and 
other influential 
Detroiters. These 
men were also 
stockholders in the 
Detroit-Mt. Clemens 
Plank Road Co. The 
Lansing-Howell Road 
was financed by 
James Turner, H.H. 
Smith and James 
Seymour of Lansing 
and businessmen 
from Howell, Fowler- 
ville, Williamston and 
Okemos. Farmers 
along the way con- 
tributed materials 
and labor for the road. 
Additional capital 
was obtained from 
eastern capitalists.

stock of the plank 
road companies 
varied greatly. 
Ninety thousand 
dollars was invested 
in the Detroit and 
Howell Plank Road 
Co. and only one 
thousand dollars in a 
venture in Sault Ste. 
Marie. Typical of the 
other company in- 
vestments were: 
Adrian and Bean 
Creek, $24,000; 
Detroit and _ Bir- 
mingham, $24,000; 
Ann Arbor and 
Whitmore Lake, 
$12,000; Flint and 
Fentonville, $18,000; 
Grand Rapids and 
Plainfield, $20,000; 
Lansing and Howell, 
$44,457; and On- 
tonagon and 
Rockland, $20,000. In 
all, $2,040,180 was in- 
vested in Michigan 
plank road companies. 

The cost of building 
plank roads ranged 
from one to three 
thousand dollars per 
mile, depending upon 
the condition of the 
road bed, accessibility 
of timber and gravel 
and the cost of labor. 
Bridges over rivers 
and streams were 
costly and put a heavy 


financial burden on > 


the plank road com- 
panies. Toll houses 
also were added to 
initial capital outlay. 
Some companies, like 
the one which 
operated a road bet- 
ween Detroit and Mt. 
Clemens, purchased 


, several stands of tim- 


ber and a lumber mill 
on the Clinton River 
to guarantee an 
adequate supply of 
planks. Gravel pits 
also were purchased 
by many companies. 
The Legislature 
not only set up 
specifications for the 
construction of the 
plank roads, but they 
regulated the tolls as 
well. A charge of two 
cents a mile was made 
for a wagon or 
carriage drawn by 
two horses, and one 
cent a mile for every 
sled or sleigh so 
drawn. If more than 
two horses were used 
an additional charge 
of three-quarters of a 
cent per mile for each 
additional animal was 
levied. A toll of one 
cent per’ mile was 
made for a vehicle 
drawn by one horse, 
as well as for a horse 
and rider. Tolls of one- 
half cent a mile were

levied for every score 
of sheep or swine; for 
every score of “meat 
cattle”, two cents a 
mile. 

Despite the tolls, 
plank roads were ex- 
tremely popular 
during their heyday. 
As long as they were 
properly maintained 
they were a great im- 
provement over the 
dirt roads, which 
were impassable 
during many weeks of 
the year. Trips which 
took from four to six 
days on dirt roads 
were cut by 10 to 14 
hours over plank 
roads. 

Plank roads were 
as popular in rural 
areas as in towns and 
cities. Farmers could 
carry greater loads to 
market, and many 
preferred to use the 
plank road rather 
than the railroad, 
which was being in- 
troduced in the state 
during the 1830's and 
1840's. Plank roads, in 
fact, were often called 
“farmers railroads” 


“by contemporaries 


who maintained that 
competition from 
plank roads would 
keep down railroad 
rates. 
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A total of 202 plank 
road companies 
received charters in 
Michigan during the 
nineteenth century. 
The longest plank 
road given a charter 
was to have run from 
Zilwaukee to 
Mackinaw City via 
Traverse City, a 
distance of 220 miles. 
The shortest was a 
one-mile plank road in 
Sault Ste. Marie. 

Detroit was the 
terminus of eight 
plank roads which 
spread out like spokes 
in a wheel from the 
metropolis. Mt. 
Elliott, Michigan, 
Grand River, Wood- 
ward, Gratiot and Jef- 
ferson avenues were 
once plank roads. 
Plank roads were ex- 
tremely popular in 
Grand Rapids where 
seven companies 
operated toll roads. 

Monroe was 
another important 
center, with plank 
roads running to 
Dearborn, Flat Rock, 


Newport and Saline. 
Lansing plank roads 
connected Baton 


Rapids, Mason, 
Howell, Ann Arbor 
and Jackson with the 
capital city. Other 
cities with plank 
roads were Adrian, 
Ann Arbor, Dexter, 
Flint, Hastings, 
Hillsdale, Kalamazoo, 
Lapeer, Marshall, 
Niles, Ontonagon, 
Paw Paw, Plymouth, 
Pontiac, Saginaw, 
Tawas City, Utica and 
Wyandotte. 

Scores of other 
plank roads were 
projected only on 
paper. Of the 202 
companies which ob- 
tained charters only 
89 actually built and 
operated plank roads. 
Indeed, of the 5,082 
miles of plank road 
authorized by the 
Legislature, only 
1,179 miles were ever 
built. 

Despite the initial 
popularity of these 
roads and the hopes 
of their promoters, 
the “plank road craze” 
did not last long. The 
roads remained in 
good condition for the 
first three or four 
years, but after that 


they needed constant 
attention. Planks 
loosened, warped and 
decayed and had to be 
replaced often. It was 
estimated that annual 
repairs cost from 20 to 
30 percent of the 
original cost of the 
road. 

Toll houses had to 
be built and main- 
tained and a full-time 
superintendent em- 
ployed throughout 
the year. Some road 
companies had to buy 
and operate lumber 
mills. Moreover, toll 
income was reduced 
by the use of “shun- 
pikes” —short stret- 
ches of road built to 
avoid the toll gates. 

Because of the high 
costs of lumber, some 
companies sub- 
stituted gravel as the 
planks decayed. Thus 
the road became a 
combination of plank 
and gravel. This made 
travel difficult and, in 
some cases, hazar- 
dous. It was the 
famous humorist 
Mark Twain who left 
us the classic descrip- 
tion of this type of 


road. Asked how he 
liked his trip over the 
Kalamazoo and Grand 
Rapids Plank Road, 
he replied, “It would 
have been good if 
some unconscionable 
scoundrel had not now 
and then dropped a 
plank across it.” 
Another writer 
referred toa road ina 
*similar condition as 
“an enlarged wash- 
board.” 

By 1900 only 23 of 
the original 89 plank 
roads were in 
operation, and of 
these only a short 
stretch of Detroit- 
Howell road was ac- 
tually made of planks. 
In the first decade of 
the 20th century the 
remaining private 
roads, coming in- 
creasingly under 
public scorn, were 
turned over to the 
state or purchased by 
street railway com- 
panies.

focated. When they 
died, they floated to 
the surface, where 
they became frozen 
into the ice. When the 
ice melted, it left all 
those nicely preser- 
ved fish—along with 
any others that died of 
other causes anytime 
after the water 
froze —floating on the 
pond for you tofind. 

Whether this fish 
kill occurs under the 
ice depends on how 
early the lake froze 
and shut off the 
oxygen supply from 
wind and wave action, 
how rank the 
vegetation was, how 
thick the snow layer 
was and how long the 
snow lasted, 

If it’s your pond 
awash with dead fish, 
you're probably con- 
cerned and want to 
know what you can do 
about it. At this point, 
nothing. Later you 
may want to make 
changes to prevent 
this sort of thing from 
happening next year. 
The most obvious is to 
try to reduce the 
amount of vegetation 
growing in the lake,

The winter fish kill 
may go unnoticed, 
evenina pond on your 
property, because it 
tends to happen in 
late winter or early 
spring, when highly 
variable and often un- 
pleasant weather 
limits your outdoor 
activities. 

Another phenome- 
non that you may see 
almost anywhere in 
Michigan, whether 
you live near a lake or 
pond or not, is the 
return of the 
migratory waterfowl 
to and through 
Michigan. Ducks, 
geese and swans come 
through our state in 
large numbers shor- 
tly after ice-out, and 
they tend to concen- 
trate in areas of open 
water. If you keep an 
eye out for waterfowl 
on the wing, you 
should be able to see 
them from your 
backyard, no matter 
where you live, with a 
little luck. If you go 
looking for them, you 
can witness a rather 
spectacular display — 
a spring color tour of 
waterfowl. 

In the southern half 
of Lower Michigan, 
usually the last week 
of March and the first 
week of April brirg 
swans, Canada geese, 
mallards, wood ducks, 
blue-wing teal and 
many other water- 
fowl species to 
Michigan. Farther 
north, the birds arrive 
a week or two later. 
Ponds and small lakes 
serve as resting stops 
or feeding areas, both 
for the birds that will 
continue north out of 
Michigan and those 
that will nest and 
raise their young here. 

The beautifully 
colored birds make for 
an exciting sight 
because of their num- 
bers. It’s also in- 
teresting to watch 
their courtship 
displays. In the fall, 
you tend tosee mostly 
feeding behavior. In 
the spring, you can 
see the social interac- 
tions between males 
and males, and males 
and females. These in- 
teractions may in- 
volve a lot of 
posturing, wing flap- 
ping and what ap- 
pears to be bathing, 


and chases over and 
across the water and 
through the air. You'll 
also hear a variety of 
unusual vocalizations. 
For example, the 
familiar mallard not 
only quacks but also 
grunts and whistles in 
the spring. : 
If you want to go 
look at waterfowl, 
some of the major
